The execution of the King, at which the 
eloquent Abbe Edgeworth immortalized bia- 
self, while commending his meck master to 
imo tality, not as « monarch, bat ase martyr, 
fm the inspired words, « Louis, son of Saint 
Louis, ascend to Heaven !"’ the murder of the 
Queen, her fair face prematurely furrowed and 
wasted by sorrow, and her beautiful hair whi 
tened by untimely frosts—the martyrdom of 
Koland—the glorious self immolation of Cor 
day—the beroic death of the Girvudists, dread 
national events though they were, of mighty 
political import, and destined to take thetr 
dark place m the history of the world, they 
fell upon those poor, exiled bearts, hike shock 
after shock of persopal misfortune and be- 
reavement. 

But the full catalogue of those crimes com. 
mitted ia the name of Liberty, were not des 
tined t> vex the loyal soul of the aged Count. 
He had been deeply grieved and appalled by 
the execation of hie King—but he never could 
be brought to believe that the lovely Queen, 
toward whom be hed cherished the half religi-

had been decomposed, in a receptacie contain- 
ing. perbaps, two hundred loads of capital fat 
muck, intended as spring dressing for next 
year’s clover. The plan he pursued is this: 
as soon as the stock leaves the winter yard, he 
turns the water which runs from thence, in 
another direction to a second muck-bole, and 
by the sutuma, the superabundent water is 
evaporated, so as to leave the contents in 6 
proper state to be dug out by the shovel; and 
this time he has two men employed im the 
operation of mining “old gold” from a bank 
of deposit, that at all times is ready te pay ap 
beth principal and interest, st a premium of 
cent per cent. The mud ig only thrown on the 
bank of the hole for the present, where it lice 
until it is sufficiently dry to be throws to- 
gether into s snug heep, mixing at the same 
time « liberal allowance of lime; and from 
thence it will be carried on te the clover in the 
spring, and spread tike ashes, being quite 
equal to them as « top-dreasing. As soon as 
the hole is emptied, the current from the yard 
is again directed into it, and the work of re 
Plenishment goes on; the clear water Sowing 
off by a flood-gate placed near the top of the 
bank, afier leaving its sediment behind, to 
gether with what fortuitous articles may have 
chanced to drop into it durieg the winter, 
whether in the shepe of horse, cow, sheep, 
bog, cat or dog. My friend calculates that he 
makes more profit from this mack hole than 
from any ten or fifteen acres on his farm, taking 
the value of the manure aed the saving of cart- 
age into the estimate. 

And now also, is the time for all those who 
are so situated, te cut and carry the green 
reeds from the banks of rivers and ponds into 
the fold yard, after ploughiog up the bottom 
& foot or more in depth ia the cemire, sy to lie 
to ab-orb the muck of the dung du: ing winter ;

Then kill as carly as the weather will aliow, 
and salt as soon as the animal heat is gone, 
with « plenty of the purest salt, and shoat 
half on ounce of saltpetre to one hundred 
pounds cf pork. 

As soon 04 the meat ts salted to your taste, 

which will generally be ia about five weeks, 
take lt out, ead if any of it has been covered 
with brine, let it drain a little, Then take 
black popper, Geely ground, aad dust on the 
hock ead as much as will stick, thee hang |t 
in 8 goed, clean, dry, airy place. If all this is 
done as it should be, (it ought to be dope new,) 
you will bave wo farther trouble with it, for by 
fly time in spring, your beces is so well cured 
ow the oateide, that flies or bugs will not dig 
tard it. 
Ourtog bacon is like the Lrishman’s mode of 
making puech. He said —+« Put im the ugar, 
then Gil it up with whiskey, and every drop of 
Water you put te efter thet spells the punch.” 
Just so with curing bacoa, after following the 
directions gives above, every “ drop” of smoke 
you pat about iM, spoils the bacon.—Porlege 
Democrat. 





Tax Ccurivarros of Pan Teeme.—-Hav. 
ing been for a fow weeks among, the trait 
growers of Maseachusetts, I notice that an 
error prevails among them ia the treatment of 
their dwarf pew trees, particularity in plant- 
img them, and to so great an extent that 
many persons have aimost their 
culture, although they are really the most 
valuable trees. 

In planting, it should be borne tn mind that 
the Angers Quince will sot endure the win- 
ters of New England, and that it is the only 
variety on which the pear sucteeds; in all 
quinces the borers work, and this variety is 
even more subject to them then the frait bear- 
ing kinds, but if the trees are planted deeper 
than the place of grafting, these difficultics are 
allobviated, and another advantage attemed, 
which Is all important —that is, the production 
of fibres above the place of grafting which will 
| spread plestifally through the ground, aad 
| sustain the tree to = great number of years, 
| even if the quiace roots were entirely removed, 
| and will give them a more vigorous growth 
and double or treble the amousat of their pro. 
duction. 

The proper depth of planting is about three 
inches deeper than the place of grafting. A 
mound of earth thrown around the tree will 
not be of any avail, as it loses ite own moisture 
from the roots underneath, and » mound will 
not often bring out the roots from the pear. 
Another matter almost always overlooked is 
the cutting beck of trees; when fret planted 
they should be cut back to three or four buds 
of the last year’s growth, and thie continued 
for three years, by which a stocky tree of good 
form is obtained, which will often produce 
more frat, aed of beteer quality, than standard 
trees. 





The ground for pears is never too rich, and 
two bushels of coarse stable manure put about 
the tree cach spring, aud left to decay through 
the summer aad Cug in, sad repested the next 
spring, will not, on man} of the best varieties, 
fail to bring forth an sbundant crop of meiting 
battery fruit, of honeyed sweetness, and of 
size and beauty that would feast the eye end

Wixresmne Swear Poratoss.—In one of 
your papers the last season | noticed instruc. 
tions to keep sweet potatoes, and though your 
correspondent writes from Alabama, | think 
he omits one very important item, and one we 
here in this more southern reg.on deem indis- 
pensable, that is to ventilate, We here éig 


the first day after « frost, to prvvent the efict 
of the frost on the vines descending to the 
roots, which affects the taste of ‘be potatoes 
and causes them to rot the next day or even 
on the rame day; they are thrown into heaps, 
and covered up for the season — selecting « dry 
spot, where the water will ran off when it rains, 





ineure The Grst thing then t) be done, is 
to place a pipe or chimaey, made square, say 
from 6 to # inches, in the centre of the heap, 
with auger holes bored through the sides from 
the bottom to the top. Around this pipe, 
heap your pile; when completed to the height 
of the pipe, or within « few inches, place a 
fow vines, some straw or hay, on the potatoes 

then lay boards, and then throw ia the dirt 
nt to protect them, leaving the top open 
to give vont to the moisture that evaporates 
from the beap —the eweating they necessarily 
g through. A shelter sufficient to protect the 
heaps from the reins, should always be placed 
over thea. In thi ay, I have for twenty 
years always hept sweet potstocs, and sever 
lose them; nor do my neighbors ever lose 
them, if they have been dug before the frosts 
heave injured them. The best aed most pre- 
ducrive varicty to cultivate here ta this region, 
88,20, we find to be the large Red Spanish.n

Rye roe Wieree Pasrusses axp ron Ie 
recvine tue Sou.—Farmers should not no 
sleet to sow & few acres of rye for the pas 
turege of their cattle, sheep and boge during 
the winter aod spring. This can eusily be 
dene in the corn-Geld ot the time of the last 
working, or, if the core is too far advanced, 
the eye may be sown and wo -ked j th the 
cultivator whee the corn has nearly matured 
It would be greatly to the interest of every 
farmer, if be would sow all the coin land with 
rye, which would otherwite remain naked du 
ring the winter. If it is not al) waated for 
pectere, it will preserve the land from wash- 
ing, and the toote end blades will aftord an 
smount of green manure for the spring crop 
equal in value to twenty wagon loads from the 
Mable to the acre. Kye in this way ie one of 
the cheapest and quickest resevaters of the 
soll we know of, and its use should be more 
widely extended 

The planters in the South, where the grasses 
de vot flourish so well, are beginaing to leare 
the value of rye, and many of them sow from 
Gve to twenty acres each year. Barley ie ale 
grown in the South for winter pastures. It 
grows more vigorous at Great, but when once 
eaten off, dows not recover so readily as the 
t7¢, wor is it relished eo well by the stock. 

From one to one and e-half bushels of 
reed should be sown to the acre. Lowdsrilic 
Courter.
